Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Weinstock does not editing 
peformance data, but admits that the data in Weinstock may be cut, copied, or pasted through an Edit menu. This is clearly a form or 
editing, and the claims do not distinguish what type of editing is done to the performance data. Therefore, the editing in Weinstock is not 
fundamentally different than the claimed invention. Applicant argues that Weinstock does not contain layers upon which execution icons 
may be graphically placed. However, Weinstock shows several layers of a GUI (Fig. 6), wherein each layer can have icons attached that 
manipulate/execute performance data. The specification does not strictly define an execution icon or a layer, and the icons of Weinstock 
and Aikins are a form of musical notation which is the closest description that the specification gives to the term execution icons. The 
GUI elements shown in Fig. 6 of Weinstock are sections of the overall display screen (layers on the screen). . 
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
